The Bank of America Chi- 
cago Marathon was rxxn 
without incident Sunday as 
tighter but by no means suf- 
focating security did little 
to scare off runners or sub- 
due the raucous street party 
bubbling along the 26.2-mile 
racecourse. 

Police and event organiz- 
ers instituted new safety 
measures after the bombings 
that marred April’s Boston 
Marathon, but the essen- 
tial character of the race 
remained unchanged. Some 
runners and spectators said 
they were grateful for the 
heightened scrutiny while 
others said they barely no- 
ticed it. 

“It’s good that you don’t 
see the presence because 
that makes people uncom- 
fortable,” said Kelly Kane, 
who was cheering on run- 
ners in Old Town with few 
uniformed police officers in 
sight. 

As of Sunday evening, 
Chicago police had reported 
no arrests or serious trouble 
during the bright and brisk 
morning. George Chiampas, 
the race’s medical director, 
said 750 people requested 
medical attention and 26 
were transported to hospi- 
tals, though none appeared 
to be critical. 


The marathon’s safeguards 
were evident before the race 
even began, with a sign near 
the runners’ check-in cau- 
tioning participants not to 
wear “costumes covering 
the face or non-formfitting 
bulky outfits.” 

Runners had to carry their 
belongings in clear plastic 
bags provided by race or- 
ganizers, and police set up 
watchtowers near Bucking- 
ham Fountain to keep an eye 
on the record 40,230 athletes 
assembling in Grant Park. 

Shannon Seiferth, of Chi- 
cago, said she had thought 
about the Boston bombings 
before arriving at the start- 
ing gate but had full confi- 
dence that she wotxldbe safe. 

“I think the security mea- 
sures are in place, and I think 
people are going to be on 
high alert,” she said. 

Dathan Ritzenhein, of 
Portland, Ore., the fifth- 
place finisher who was tops 
among American men, said 
that even with the height- 
ened sense of vigilance, this 
year’s marathon was better 
than ever. 

“I don’t think what hap- 
pened in Boston has had 
a negative effect,” he said. 
“Maybe it has had a positive 
effect. It has brought the 
running community a little 
closer.”

Earl Sweatshirt enjoys the uncomfortable, 
and he’s learning to handle the spotlight

Throughout Earl Sweatshirt’s major- 
label debut, “Doris,” the Odd Future 
rapper struggles to come to terms with 
the spotlight he’s been under since re- 
turning from Coral Reef Academy— a 
retreat for at-risk boys outside the Sa- 
moan capital where he was sent by his 
mother in mid-2012. 

Earl’s disappearance, which somehow 
remained a mystery for months and even 
inspired a “Free Earl” campaign amid Odd 
Future’s growing legions, coincided with the 
crew’s public coronation. The rapper’s return 
was trumpeted as one of the year’s most an- 
ticipated musical comebacks, which might 
explain, in part, why he started to show signs 
of cracking under pressure. 

“My priorities [bleeped] up, I know 
it/Afraid Em going to blow it,” he 
rhymes on the low-key “Burgun- 
dy” ‘And when them expecta- 
tions raising because daddy was 
a poet.” 

Even now the Los Angeles 
rapper, born Thebe Kgositsile 
19 years ago, still is adjusting to 
fame. “Since I got home there’s 
a set of things I can’t do unless I 
want to be really annoyed while Em 
doing it, so I kind of just stopped doing 
everything,” he said. “Em not a fan of at- 
tention. Well, sometimes, but not when Em 
eating or going to concerts or just looking at 
something.” 

He is, however, a fan of literature (the 
avowed bookworm said he’s nearly finished 
with the autobiography of Black Panther 
activist Assata Shakur), a trait he inherited 
from his father. South African poet Keora- 
petse, and his law professor mother, Cheryl. 
That’s one of many topics he touched on in a 
recent phone interview. 

Did the song “Chum” [a “Doris” track where 


Earl unpacks years of emotional baggagel 
feel like a turning point for you musically? 

Yeah, man, that was a real turning point for 
me because that was the first time I was fully 
transparent on a song and I fully articulated 
an idea I wanted to get across. I was used to 
just saying whatever the [bleep] came to my 
head whether or not it made sense. I think 
it was just something that had to get done. I 
didn’t necessarily drop my guard, but it was 
like I fully concentrated for once. 

Near the end of that track you say “back a 
week and I already feel like calling it quits.” 
What keeps you motivated to continue do- 
ing this? 

That was like a year ago when I first got back 
and everything was really overwhelming. 
That was just a song for that period of time. 
Now I have a lot of fun. It’s tight, dude. 

Em 19 and I get to have an apartment and 
do some [bleep] that is not work at all. 
Rappers get paid to smoke weed 
and complain. 

Can you still relate to that 
15-year-old kid who rapped 
about murder and rape? 

Yeah, I feel him, but not in 
the same way I think Em 
going back to not the same 
[bleep] I was rapping about, 
but just the way I was doing it. 

Em comfortable doing music again. 
Throughout “Doris” and while I was record- 
ing it, you could hear I was apprehensive 
towards everything. I can’t explain it. It 
wasn’t fun; it was like I had to do it. Now 
it’s returning to when it was fun and I can 
feel myself wanting to do music again. I feel 
myself getting restless. 

There are definitely times on “Doris” you 
sound more willing to share the spotlight 
than to take hold of it. 

I was still trying to figure out how to rap, and 
I was absolutely more enthusiastic to share 
the spotlight than take it completely There’s

a whole other set of expectations that come 
when you get more of the spotlight. 

That’s interesting because you missed the 
part where Odd Future had the build-up. 
You just came home and had all the lights 
on you. 

And it was fully {bleeped}, yeah. Everything 
was fully blown out. There wasn’t that gradu- 
al rise. It went from nothing to popping. I’m 
used to it now. I’ve had time to adjust to it. 
I’m a lot more comfortable now than I was 
when I got home. 

Your father is a respected poet. Did you 
inherit your love of language from him? 

Part of it, yes. Both of my parents had me 
reading at a really young age. Maybe it was 
a hereditary thing, but my mom always 
had my nose in a book. I’ve always been a 
bookworm. 


I heard you were really into Edgar Allen Poe 
as a kid. Did you always have a fascination 
with the macabre? 

I always enjoyed being made uneasy, and I 
was into anything that was off-putting. I 
can’t exactly put my finger on why, but it 
always seemed more exciting than those 
things that made you feel comfortable. 

In a recent interview, you talked about 
watching global-warming documentaries 
and said everything was in a dismal state. As 
you look around now, do you see anything 
out there that gives you hope? 

No, there’s not too much to be hopeful 
about. With Drake’s album out now, I don’t 
know what else there is to look forward to. 
Nothing was the same.

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
Listening to Earl 
Sweatshirt rap 
makes it easy to 
remember all of 
the garbage that 
came along with being a teenager. Earl, the 
youngest member of Odd Euture— the one 
who suddenly disappeared to a Samoan 
boarding school when he was i6 — has 
always been able to talk {bleep} with the 
best of them, but since his return early last 
year, his lyrics often have veered toward the 
personal. 

Now 19, Earl has finally released his 
debut album, “Doris,” a melancholy 
collection of 15 songs with mood swings 
befitting the youthful MC’s outlook. One 
minute he launches into OE’s punky sadism; 
the next he convinces his mom that he’s 
doing OK and, yes, he’s taking this seriously 

Sonically it might not sound that way: 
Earl’s delivery is slow and slouched, his 
rhymes somber and his production, mostly 
done on his own, sounds stilted and 
uneasy, like that of DOOM orMadlib. In 
that sense, “Doris” almost sounds like a 
mixtape, especially the way it avoids hooks. 
But Earl’s lurchy boom-bap has never lent 
itself well to that approach. His growth 
stays obvious on tracks like “Burgundy,” 
the gorgeous, Pharrell-produced cut that 
features what Earl has called his favorite 
verse ever: “Grandma’s passing/But I’m 
too busy tryna get this {bleepin’} album 
cracking to see her/So I apologize in 
advance if anything should happen/And my 
priorities {bleeped} up, I know it.

Earl’s prodigious talent is flashiest when 
he’s just shooting it with his buddies, 
like Tyler, The Creator on the screeching 
“Whoa,” or pitched-down stoner raps like 
“Guild” with Mac Miller. 

“Sunday,” a tremendous but lighter cut 
with Erank Ocean, focuses on the dark 
side of their L.A. home. Earl is struggling 
with his music, and Erank is slamming 
Chris Brown, but the song’s outro captures 
“Doris’ ” essential attitude— a special kind 
of youthful, defiant vibe that beautifully 
struggles as much with the world around 
Earl as with his place in it.

Texas Chainsaw Massacre” should fear. 

Director Jonathan Levine eventually learned 
how to connect to his material, delivering 
hits with “50/50” and “Warm Bodies.” With 
“Mandy Lane,” his first feature, Levine appears 
unaware that horror movies are supposed to 
have tension and momentum. Instead, he and 
writer Jacob Eorman subscribe to the genre’s 
typical punishment of sexual behavior and 
then totally detach and desensitize while hing- 
ing on an unnecessary plot development. 

At first, “Mandy Lane” suggests a savvy por- 
trait of adolescence— that just because people 
change on the outside doesn’t mean they have 
to do so on the inside. Unfortunately what fol- 
lows focuses not on social development but a 
troubling fixation on gun violence. Serious and 
brainless is always a big problem for horror, 
and “Mandy Lane” tiptoes around harmless 
before jumping into offensive.
